THE  BILL  TO  CHANGE  THE  NAME  of  the  Commission  to  the  State  Library  and  the  title  of  the 
Secretary  to  that  of  Librarian  has  passed  both  the  House  and  the  Senate  with  a  unanimous 
vote.   No  news  is  yet  available  on  the  amount  of  our  budget  but  we  have  high  hopes  that 
our  needs  will  be  met.   This  will  be  due  in  large  part  to  the  splendid  job  all  of  you  have 
done  in  making  your  wishes  known.   We  think  Mr.  Frank  Hazelbaker,  Chairman  of  the  Sub-Com- 
mittee which  is  to  decide  on  the  amount  of  the  budget,  is  exaggerating  just  a  little,  but 
he  says  he  has  received  75  lbs.  of  maill 

NATION-WIDE  INTEGRATION  OF  LIBRARIES  was  advocated  in  a  statement  by  the  American  Library 
Association  at  its  annual  midv;inter  meeting.  V/ith  more  than  800  of  the  nation's  leading 
librarians  on  hand,  including  representatives  of  southern  states,  the  Association  approv- 
ed a  new  statement  for  inclusion  in  its  existing  "Library  Bill  of  Rights"  and  clarified 
and  reaffirmed  a  stand  it  had  made  in  various  other  statements  since  1938.   The  new  state- 
ment stipulated:   "The  rights  of  an  individual  to  the  use  of  a  library  should  not  be  deni- 
ed or  abridged  because  of  his  race,  religion,  national  origins  or  political  views."

THE  COUNCIL  ON  LIBRARY  RESOURCES,  INC.,  V.'ashi  ngton  D.  C.  has  granted  to  the  American  Li- 
brary Association  $60,0^0  for  use  in  aiding  trustees  and  librarians  in  small  communities 
to  improve  library  service.  The  basis  for  the  project  is  the  fact  that  nearly  6,000  of 
the  nation's  7,500  public  libraries  serve  populations  of  5,000  persons  or  less.   Few  of 
these  smaller  libraries  have  professionally  trained  staff,  and  they  all  have  difficulty 
in  keeping  in  touch  with  the  sources  of  information  and  ideas  for  improving  their  work.
